The Arizona State Land Department finds that R12-5-413(B), as written, restricts the Commissioner’s ability to pro-
vide appropriate commissions to brokers in keeping with economic trends in the real estate business and consistent
with the services provided in a transaction. To provide fair and equitable broker fees, the Commissioner needs to be
able to assess the amount of work required of a broker relating to a proposed sale or long-term lease of state land and
offer a commission appropriate to the transaction.

The Department proposes to amend R12-5-413(B) to provide for real estate broker fees to be paid from the fees col-
lected under A.R.S. § 37-108(A)(10)(a) and that the fees are to be commensurate with the proposed long-term leasing
or sales transaction.
